WASHINGTON, I). C., May 22,—Secrc.- 


tary Whitney has convened a board ol 
five naval officers, to meet at the Mare 
Island Navy Yard, aud inquire into th« 
expensive manner In which repairs to 
vessels have been made at that yard. 
In his letter to Commodoro 
Russell, 


Commandant of the yard, Informing bin; 
of this action, tho Secretary eays: 


'•In the line of the buggestlons con- 


tained in my letter to you of April 15th, 
I havo made 
such investigations 
ns 


my limited time would permitinto the ex- 
penditures made at tho Mare Island Navy 
Yard of late years, for the purpose ol 
satisfying myself as to Us condition as a 
place for the elllclent performance ol 
public work. Tal-lng certain lines of In- 
quiry as tests, I am compel If d to cxpresa 
the f;roatcst astonishment at tbo results 
indicated. 
Tho steamship "Mohican" 


•was taken out ol commission in Ib72. 
Since that time she has remained in the 
Marc Island yard undergoing reconstruc- 
tion, including the substitution of new 
machinery for the old. She Is now sub- 
stantially ready for sea, aud within the 
next sixty days will re-enter the service. 
From the accounts of this department it 
appears that there has been spent on her In 
the Mare Island yards $845,000, which, 
with further amounts to come In, will 
raise her total expenditures to about 
S'JO'i.OOO, and this upon a wooden vessel 
of about 1,900 tons displacement. More 
than two-thirds of this has been bpeut 
within the last three years. For the fact 
that she is of a class now obsolete as an 
effective weapon 
of war, 
and sub- 


stantially worthless, the yard can not be 
held responsible. 
But that the expense 


of this reconstruction in tho Mare Island 
yard has cost the Government at least 
three times what a new ship of the same 
character and class could have been built 
for, docs certainly indicate the most ex- 
ti.iordluary mismanagement and waste- 
fullness. 
^Similar Indications appear to me in the 
ea.se of partial repairs and replacements 
made upon other vessels not necessary 
to comment upon In detail. 
It may be 


said that the economy, or lack of econo 
my, with which rcpalis nTe conducted, is 
in general, a tblug diltlcult to prove, 
lint circumstances like these exhibited 
In tin: case of the Mohican, are entirely 
incapable of explanation, except upon 
the ground that cither through a fault 
of svstem or for borne other reason tho 
public money spent lu the Mare Island 
vard, is, in the main, thrown away."
